Has Cancer Its Special Microbe? 

A highly interesting discovery, which 
will perbaps afford a clew to the cause 
of cancer, bas been made in Professor 
von Leyden's university hospital here. 
A young woman of 22 and a man of 68, 
both suffering from dropsy and cancer 
of the stomach, were brought to tbe 
bospital last spring. In order to remove 
tbe accumulated fluid, tapping was re- 
sorted to in both cases. The flnid was 
examined under the microscope, and 
hitherto unknown living organiems, be- 
longing probably to the protozoa, wcre 
discovered. 

Professor Waldeyer, to whom the 
preparations were submitted, advised 
that they should be sent to Dr. Schau- 
dinn, assistant at the Zoological iusti- 
tute of tbe Berlin university, who has 
been investigating the protozoa for years 
past. He begun bis examination on July 
19, and ascertained that in both cases 
the fuid ccuusved a rhizopod, which 
be panied Leydenia gemmipura schau- 
dinn. He intern d that itis a pathogenic 
organism, but both he and Professor 
von Leyorn still abstain from aeciding 
as to the connection between it and can- 
cer, though tLey admit the possibility 
of such a connecticn. They buve made

The rats find secure and snug quarters 
under the rubbish, and thelr raids to 
the corn crib and barn during the year 
farther rob the farmer of the profits he 
should be receiving.

Fez. that grow up rankly, robbing 
the trees of proper nourishment. They 
are never pruned. The cattle break the 
lower limbs, which hang balf-dead, half- 
living, and the yield of fruit becomes 
less and less every year, until finally it 
cannot be counted as of any yalue what- 
eyer. Thatis the orchard leak. The 
meadows are pastured after the scant 
hay crop is harvested, and the cattle do 
more damage to the fields than the 
benefit they deriye from them. Each 
yearthe hay crop grows smaller an! 

No attempt is made to 
reseed the increasing bare spotsor to 
topdress with stable manure; hence the

The stable manure is thrown oat 
where the grade in the barnyard allows 
the richest part of it to be washed away, 
and then the remainder is hauled to the 
“corn-ground.” where what it will supply 
will mostly be humus to the soil. e 
barnyard leak is a very expensive one,

yea: The flock is a measley inbred 

ruhta, comprises the stock of poul- 
try. Eggs in winter are unknown. The 
only time eggs are obtainable is late 
spring and early summer, when nature is 
lavish with insectiverous food and past- 
ures green. Here, then, wherea very 
profitable source of revenue should exist, 
is indeed a very sorry looking leek. 

The hogs shiver and squeal and com- 
plain in hog language as plsin as they 
can—house me more comfortably, keep 
my pen cleaned out and stop imagining 
“anything is good enough for a hog and 
I will grow faster and proye my worth.” 
Bat the farmer is deaf to ail entreaties; 
he continues to increase the leaks. 

After awhile be commences to bitterly 
complain that farming does not pay. 
Jost how it could, when his methods are 
followed, would indeed bea great won- 
der. He forgets the admonition.

DEATH OF JOEN TRACY. 


A Well-known Citizen Passer Away in 
Philadelphia. 


Mr. John Tracy, who was for many 
years a well known figure in Salisbury, 
died Sunday at his residence in Phila 
delphia, of consumpticn. Mr. Tracy has 
been in failing health for sereral months 
and spent last summer away from tbe 
city hoping to recover. He was 73 years 
of age. 

Mr. Tracy came to Salisbary in 1861 
and took charge of the Peninsula Hotel.

Previous to his coming to 
Salisbury he was connected with tbe 
American Hotel on Chestnut street, 
Philadelphia. He was a thorough hotel

Hotel, Ocean City, which he conducted 
for several seasons. Subsequently he 
leased the Sea Side Hotel, at the same 
resort, and conducted it several years. 
He afterwards leased a Lotel at one of 
the numerous resor s on the New Jer- 
sey coast. Mr. Tracy was a staunch 
Roman Catholic, and did moch fur hbis 
church in Salisbury. Out of bis own 
private means he gave liberally towards 
the erection of the edifice here, and gave 
generously for its sopport. 

Mr. Tracy survived his wife bat a lit- 
tle more than a year. She also died in 
Philadelphia. Children surviving are 
Miss Kste Tracy, and Messrs. John. and 
James Tracy, all of Philadelphia.

Friday, Oct. 323, 1868, an orderly 
brought me a message from General 
Gearge H. Thomas, commander of the 
Anny of the Cumberland, on whose 
staff I was serving, summoning me to 
headquarters.

| for two days, and a chilling rain was 


still falliug. A few minutes’ walk 
brought me to the plain wooden, one 
story dwelling occupied by the com- 
mander, which was situated on Walnut 
street, near Fourth, and upon my ar- 
rival I found him in the front room on 
the left side of the hall, with three 
members of bisstaff and several strange 
officers. 

In an armchair facing the fireplace 
was seated a general officer, slight in 
figure and of medium stature, whose 
face bore an expression of weariness. 
He was carelessly dressed, and his uni- 
form coat was unbottoned and thrown 
back from his chest. He held a lighted 
cigar in bis mouth and eat in s stoop- 
ing posture, with his head bent slightly 
forward.

RUSSIAN NEWSPAPERS. 
In the Czars Country There Are Many 
Journals With Odd Names, 

Newspapers printed in the Russian 
language are not circulated nor read 
generally in the United Btates, and any 
one who has ever made even a corsory 
examination of a Rossian newspaper 
printed in Russian characters can see at 
a glance why, as far as this country is 
concerned, they do not ''fil] a long felt 
want. ” à 

In the naming of Russinn newspapers 
such journalistic titles as Sun, Gazette, 
Press, Observer, Star, Courier, Bulletin, 
Advertiser and Eagle do not prevail, 
but in place of these more descriptive 
titles are used. The humorous newspa- 
per of St. Petersburg is called The 
Weekly Schut, or, translated, The Fool. 
The medical journal of St. Petersburg, 
published under authority of the war 
office, ia The Russian Invalid. The offi- 
cial morning newspaper of Moscow is 
The Viedamosti Gorodskoe Politali, oth- 
erise The Police Gazette. The Russian 
newspaper best known in this country 
is the daily Novoye Vremya, or The 
New Times, of St. Petersburg. 

One of the illustrated St. Petersburg 
wecklies is called Tbo Neva, after the 
river which flows through that capital, 
and two veokly newspapers Jongest es- 
tablished in the city of Moscow are The 
Bondilnik and The Krougozor, other- 
wise The Alarmer and The Horizon. 
For some reason which is not very clear 
the word ‘‘wiedomosti,'’ meaning 
"news," is popular ns a newspaper de- 
signation in the city of Moscow. There 
are four daiiy newspapers in Moscow 
baving this title—Tbe Russian New 
Modern News, Moscow News and Ol 
News. The Old News is maintained for 
the republicztica of articles from other 
newspapers. Tl.cre are perhaps some 
newspapers in tke United States worthy 
of being ca!led The Old News, but it is 
certain that there is no newspaper in 
the United States which formally and 
voluntarily would assume that title, 

The officiul newspaper of Warsaw ia, 
the Warsaw Police Gazette, and the 
word ‘‘gazette’’ (gazeta) is as popular 
with Warsaw editors as the word 
"news" is in Moscow. There are the 
Warsaw Police Gazette, the Warsaw 
Polish Gazette, the Warsaw Gaz>tte, 
the Warsaw German Gazette and the 
Warsaw Gazette Courier. The Gazette 
Courier makes a specialty of telegraphic 
information, nud is not therefore prop- 
erly speaking u gazette courier, whose 
title comes from the days of mailcoaches 
and newspaper deliveries by messen- 
girs cu horscback.—New York Sun. 


SORES IN PARLIAMENT. 


They Recelce Seant Courtesy When They 
Are Guity «f a Bull. 

Parli.1r: utary miners ure brutal] in 
Westminster when a min ber in debate 
is convicted cf n bril. A speaker with 
an cxpunsive oratorical murrer recent- 
ly astonished the ccn:mons with an out- 
burrt cf unccnscious humor. He was 
speaking of the ruin and exhaustion 
wrought by misgovernment in Ireland 
and worked himself up into a fine fren- 
zy of excited declamation. 

“The population of Ireland,'' he ex- 
claimed with flashing eyes ard out- 
stretched arms, ''has been decimated to 
the extent of two-thirds. "' , 

The mathematical absurdity of the 
statement did not fail to excite amuse- 
ment, although the bul! was less obri- 
ous than a similar one attributed to an 
Irish member, Major O'Gorman. 

“The population of Ireland, '' said the 
contentious major in the commons, ‘‘is 
6,000,000 less than it woald be if it 
were an uninbabited island.” 

That was a joke which provoked un- 
restrained merriment nmong the bench- 
es. The Irish members are pardoned 
many blunders, however, because they 
are, with few exceptions, humorous 
speakers, who enliven the tedium of 
debate with merry quips and jests. The 
bores, who are constantly speaking with 
unvarying dullness and diffuseness, are 
not spared when they make slips of the 
tongue. 

A member who, in the course of a 
long, uninteresting speech, was careless 
enough to say, ‘‘The time has come and 
is rapidly arriving'’ was greeted with a 
wild howl of ridicule and delight from 
the benches Ho was dazed by the up- 
roar, not understanding what the hon- 
orable members were laughing at, but 
his unconsciousness and stupidity only 
served to prolong and deepen tbe mer- 
riment. [t was the English parliamen- 
tary method of punishing a bore. 

Good jokes are rare in the house of 
commons. A neat epigram excites a 
ripple of mirth, a flashing sarcasm stirs 
a movement of pleasurable surprise, 
but the loudest laughter follows some 
stupid and inane commonplace from a 
speaker to whom the house is compelled 
to listen too often. 

“I would have proceeded to remark, '' 
said a pompous debater, ‘if I bad not 
already anticipated and repeated my- 
self. ” 

The sentence could not be finished. 

There waa a loud roar. of laughter, 
which was prolonged aud repeated when 
the speaker attempted to go on with 
his speech. 
It was cruel treatment, but poasibly 
it was wholesome discipline for a garru- 
Jous speaker who had exhausted the pa- 
tience of his audience on many occa- 
sions, : 

Parliament is the bardest of all 
schools in which to serve an appren- 
ticeship in public speaking. Mr. Parnell 
learned to speak when the members 
were bent upon interrupting him and 
howling bim down, but few public men 
have the pertinacity and grit that he 
displayed. He was never, however, a. 
bore.. His manner in his early days in 
parliament was crude and halting, but 
he always had something to say, al- 
though he did not at first know bow to 
say it.—Youth's Coi: nion.

Lord Macaulay, one of the best in- 
formed men of his time, was so irresist- 
ible a talker that whole companies sat 
for hours to listen. His love of tulking 
was 60 inordinate that a cessation of his 
wondrous outflow was jocosely alluded 
to as a ''briliant flash of silence.’’ 
They had, it is true, more time to talk 
in other days than we can set aside now, 
and there were other occult influences 
not less conducive to engaging garrulity. 
In those times the street» were filled 
with picturesque shapes and colors—the 
nameless grace of costumes and equi- 
pages now seen only on the stage. No 
wonder that, surrounded by birds of 
such brilliant plumage, courts and kives, 
robes aud plumes, clashing swords and 
rustling silks, our fathers and mothers 
talked well. But in revenge we have a 
vaster field to draw on for sprightly con- 
versation. The schooltoy of today has a 
greater fund of knowledge by merely 
learning life's needs than the best edu- 
cated of the ancients. But he should bo 
encouraged to make use of this Ly talk.

Hardships of Telegraph Poles.

Two Edged Swords Capable of Mischief 
ss Well as Benefit. 

There is peruaps no class of remedial 
agents mòre abused than tonics. The 
abuse consists both in the excessiye use 
and the misapplication of this class of 
agents, which, within a restricted field, 
possess an indisputable and important 
therapeutic value. The misuse of tonics 
is doubtless the outgrowth of a miscon- 
ception of the real nature of this class 
of remedial agents and its limitations. 
Many physicians also seem to lose sight 
of the fact that tonics are, as bas been 
aptly said of drugs in general, two edged 
swords, which are ascapable of mischief 
as of benefit. Indeed, when the true na- 
ture of tonics—as is true, in fact, of most 
medicinal agcuts—is thoroughly under- 
stood, it is apparent that even iu cases 
in which they :ccomplisb the max.iaom 
of benefit there is also a certain amount 
of injury inflicted upon tbe organism, 
so that the eff; ct obtained is really and 
simply the difference between the mis- 
chief done aud the gocd accomplished. 
If the difference is on one side, the total 
result is bercfit; if on the other side, the 
result is hai:n. This principle holds 
good with regard to most remedies, 
whether the means employed is a drag 
or a nonmediciual agent. 

The popular idea of a tonic is well 
expressed in the following definition, 
which we find in the National] Medical 
Dictionary, '*An agent which auginents 
gradually and permanently tho strength 
and vital a.t.vity of tbe body or its 


parts." A stimøtínt is defined by the 
same author gf being “an agent which | 


increases t unctional activity of any 
organ OF-series of organs.'' The distinc- 
tion Made seems to be tbat a stimulant 
produces temporary excitement, whereas 
a tonic prodccrs a permanent increase 
of strength and vital activity. —Good

SENEFELDER'S DISCOVERY. 


The Crest Valve of Lithography In the 
World of Modern Art. 

The full significance of Senefelder's 

great discovery, just 100 years ago, was 
not so much that a calcareous stone 
may be bitten by a weak solution of 
acid, so tbast tbe raised portion when 
gueascd (tbe surrounding parts being 
wet) may print in s press like a wood 
cut—tbougb with a scraping, not a di- 
rect downward, pressure—bot it consist- 
edin tbe demonstration, in tbe first place, 
that prints from its surface may be re- 
duplicated in vast numbers without vis- 
ible deterioration, and in the second, 
and sti)] more important, that each such 
print is practically an original. Nay, 
more than this As M. H. P. Dillon re- 
minds me in a panegsric on his favorite 
art, the greatest merit of this method of 
“preserving and indefinitely multiplying 
a drawing lies in the escape of the artist 
from the traduttore traditore—from mis- 
representations by engraver or by cam- 
era. Indeed, when the artist bas mace 
his design upon the stone iteelf, each 
impression from it is as moch the 
origina] as each and every photo- 
graphic print taken from a negutive is 
an original and not a copy of any other 
thing. Even when the artist has drawn 
upon transfer paper instesd of on the 
sione (proceeding for convenience sake, 
which, in tbe opinion of some purists, 
is beld in a measure to invalidate the 
name of lithography as applied to it, 
though not thereby reflecting in any de- 
gree on the beauty of the work itself), 
the impressions taken are stil] originals, 
inasmuch as the actual work, the artist's 
own lives and dota, have in due course 
been transferred bodily by mechanical 
pressure to the surface of tbe stone, and 
this, after it bas been inked and printed 
from, renders each proof tben taken of 
equal excellence. And the point of it all 
is this, that until tbe fione is inked and 
a print taken the artist's work is not 
complete; so that every print does really 
beoome a genuine original — M. H.

SANGUINARY PLANS OF WILD INDIANS 
CLEVERLY FRUSTRATED. 


How a S&muggier on a Government Reser- 
vation Laid Qut a Basd of Hed Devils 
Lives of Bix Prisoners. 

A Star man happened to mee$ a. man 
who had served a term or two or three 
in various penitentiaries, hadn't served 
several be should have served and is 
likely to serve more before he is through 
with himself. Of course that kind of a 
man was interesting, and aftera time, 
when he got to talking under the mel- 
lowing influence of things made for the 
purpose, be was wore interesting. 

"When I was 15 years younger than 
I am now,” he said, “I was out in the 
mountains of the west on a government 
reservation, where I could make money 
by selling whisky uuder post pricea I 
was always on the make, and so I smug- 
gled in a dozen or more gallons and bad 
them bid in a cave ten miles or Bo out 
of reach."

This time it wasn't £o much wuter as it 
had been Whatever jt was ade tbo 
ugly redskin give a big ‘Ugh! cf delight, 
and tbe others weut over to him. Wel), 
it isn't necessary for me to go into par- 
ticulars 

"Anybody, even a reporter, knows 
what becomes cf au Indian or a dozen 
of them when thrrearo unlimited quan- 
tities of firewater nttheir disposal, and 
as soon as I saw how the thing was go- 
ing I hurried back and set another jog 
to work.

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ISFODEL CASTLE. 


Many years have vanished from the 
face of the earth since the castle of Isfo- 
del] was first erected. The ravages of 
war have filled many a land with sor- 
row, and tbe angel of peace has often 
visited the world, bringing balm to the 
weary. Empires have arisen, and, like 
the paling of n star, have disappeared 
from the firmament of time since that 
remote period. 

It is written on the pages of tradition 
that this castle was built by Lord Hilde- 
brand, a retiring gentleman, who cared 
little for martial display, but preferred 
the unobtrusive quietude of a solitary 
life He rarely engaged in any of the 
numerous tournaments that were so 
prevalent in those days—not that he 
lacked tbe courage to mingle in the 
combats, nor for a lack of confidence to 
cope successfully with the different par- 
ticipants.

The blue peter was the introduction 
to whist of a purely arbitrary signal or 
convention, aud its seed hus spread like 
a thistle's until it has entirely overran 
the old game of **calculatioy, observa- 
tion, position and tenuce,’’ leaving in its 
place long suits, Amcrican leads, plain 

iit cchoes, four signals and directive 
discards | These seem to have choked up 
all the dash, brilliarcy and individual- 
itv in cur whist players, reducing them 
ail to the same level, not by increasing 
the abilities of the tyro, but by curtail- 
ing 1keskill of the expert. —R. Frederio 
Foster in Monthly Illu:trator.

IRON BAR 2,000 YEARS OLD. 


A Portion of It Is Owned by the Iron 
Chancellor. 

S. T. Wellman, the metallurgist of 
Cleveland, has a portion of a round bar 
of iron—and a few like pieces are held 
in the United States—that antedates 
the Christian era by two or three cen- 
turies. The iron, which had been orig- 
inally hammered into plates and was 
deeply rusted from age, was found a few 
years ago by Dr. Karl Humann in the 
ruins of the temple of Artemis Leuco- 
phryne, at Magnesia, Asia Minor. Dr. 
Humann sent it to Hallbauer, in Ger- 
many, and the latter made from a por- 
tion of it a memorial tablet. This was 

ted to Bismarck in April, 1894. 
It bore this inscription in German: 
“For you, Prince Bjsmarck, the» Iron 
Chancellor, Hermcgenes forged this iron 
at Magnesia 200 B. C. Hamann found 
it in the temple of Artemis after 2,000 
years and sent it to Hallbauer, who gave 
it the form in which it shal] bear wit- 
ness that your. deeds shall outlive mil- 
lenia z. 

At the time of the presentation to 
Bismarck Stabl und Eisen gave a photo- 
graphic reproduction of the plate and 
an account of the discovery of the iron. 
The temple of Artemis, ove of the most 
magnificent of ancient monuments, wag 
rebuilt about 300 B. C., though by some 
the date is put at 200 B, C. - 

The metal is described as approximat- 
ing steel in its composition, thongh 
closely akin to malleable iron. It was 
made at » low temperature, and great 
care was necessary in the forging. It 
was fourd rather difficult to roll the 
pieces that were preserved ns relics, 
these having n diameter cf aLout one 
half ineb.—Iron Trace Review

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Graham for the fiscal year ended Bep- 
tember 30, 1886, bas been submitted to 
Goversor Lotades. The total receipts 
during the year aggregated $3,156,876. 54, 
and the total cash amount in the cy 
ury for this period was $3,863,443 
This sum exceeds that of the year pre- 
vious by $547,631 5 

The disbursements amounted to $2,945,- 
401.07, leaving a balance on band Sep- 
tember 30, 1896, of $916,04276. This 
eum of $2,945, 401.07 is greater than the 
preceding year, which is always inciden- 
tal to a legislative period and augmented 
this year by a payment of $200,777.70 on 
account of the penitentiary loan, togeth- 
er with the farther sum of $150,000 for 
free books, another large expenditure. 
There was paid to the second hospital 
for thefinsane the sum of $99,500. under 
chapter 231 of 1894. This amount was 
used in the purchase of a site fot said 
hospital near Sykesville, Carroll county, 
and in the maintenance and equipment 
of the same, which sum was further aug- 
mented by the insane asylum loan for 
$100,000. While the ordinsry receipts 
of the Government are usually sufficient 
to meet all the demands made there- 
on without embarrassment, yet such 
a large amount as was appropriated 
by the act of 1894, should never be taken 
from the Treasury, eays the Comptroller 
unless a tax be levied sufficient to pay 
the same, as in the case of the loan. 

The probable receipts into the Treas- 
ury for the fiscal pear ended September 
30, 1897, will be $2,565,342.30. Added to 
the balance on band September 30, 1896, 
of $916,042 76, it would make the total 
receipts $3,481, 385,06 and the probable 
disbursements of $2,890,621.86. 

The receipts of the several sinking 
funds amounted to $359.321.25, all of 
which was invested in the stock of the 
Maryland defe: se redemption loan, the 
par value of which is $349,700. 

The stock account for the defense re- 
demption loan sinking fund amounted 
to $2,937,070.05, $1,908,984 05 of whico 
was inyested in the State exobwhge 
loans. While it bejd-ofify $339 886 of ita 
own stoc $688,200 of other stocks 
eatffvertible at the maturity of the loan, 
not including the $105,200 held by the 
general sinking fond. 

The receipts of the oyster fund were 

.244.02, embraced in which is a loan 
from the Treasury proper of $15,000, as 
per chapter 436 of 1896. This amount, if 
deducted, leaves the ordinary receipts 
only $49,244.02, to which must be added 
the balance on hand September 30. 1895, 
of $3,583 67, making the actual receipts 
$52,827.69, a sum less by $12,166.40 than 
for the same period in 1895. Adding 
this amount to thel temporary loan of 
$15.000 aboye mentioned, gives the total 
receipts as shown go, 827.69. The dis- 
borsements are $67,340 86, leaving a bal- 
ance to tbe credit of said fund of $486 83 

This balance of September 30, 1895, of 
$3.583 67 is misleading. At that time 
bad tbe pay-roll of the officere and men 
and the bills contracted and then due on 
account of the oyster fishery force been 
paid, as was afterword done, instead of 
there being this balance on band of 
$3583.67, there would have been a deficit 
of $14.017.20 

At the close of the fiscal year 1890 the 
total State debt aggregated $9,284,986.24, 
or an increase of $600,000 over that of 
last year. This increase was occasioned 
by the penitentiary and insane asylum 
loans. 

As an offset to this debt the State 
holds stocks and bonde, including invest- 
ments in the sinking fonds, the par val- 
ue of wnich is $5,946,438.11, put market 
value much greater, notably the stock 
in the Washington Branch of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad Company of 
$550,000, paying 5 per cent. semi annual 
dividends and the State's interest in the 
Northern Central Railway, amounting to 
$1,500,000, leaving the net debt of the 
State at the close of the fiscal year 1896 
$3,338,553 13.

Mr. Crisfield was in eorly life ao 
ardent whig and a supporter of Clay and 
Webster. Io 1840 he was the editor and 

woer of the Somerset Herald, which 
«dvocated the cause ‘of General Harri- 
«on for the presidency. As a political 
writer and speaker he displayed yigor 
«d eloquence. He was first elected to 
U ngress as a whig in 1847, over Judge 
:amnoel D. Le Compte, democrat, of sub- 
s-quent Kansas notoriety. 

In Congress the Maryland colleagues 

of Mr. Crisfield were Ligon, McLane, 
Evans, Chspman, and Roman. The 
Mexican war wax then in progress, which. 
ne opposed. He made a strong speech 
uring the wession in favor of citizeus 
arrying their property, of whatever 
<ind, into the Territories. He declined 
re-election in 1849, but served as a mem- 
ver ofthe State constitutional conven- 
ton in 1851. . 

During the seven months’ session of 
his convention he participated actively 
n its transactions. Two questions of 
reat importance to the interests of the 
tate were before the convention: First 

that of representation, which prior to 
1851 was based on geographical lines. 
ne Chesapeake bay, dividing the coun- 
ues on either side of it, made a suppos- 
+i diversity of interest. A geographical 
epresentation gave each of the counties 
our representatives, wbile the city of 
Baltimore had bat two, The other quee 
ion was the judiciary. Hitherto the 
„dges ban been appointed; now it was 
-ght to make them elective. Mr. Cris- 
i-ld opposed tbe change, bat his wishes 
and efforts failed. 

Upon the disruption of the whig par- 
v, in 1855, Mr. Crisfi-ld was unable con- 
viemtiouslv to join tbe new American 
«rty, and so found himself detached 
rom any political organization. He ran 
ror the judgeship of bis district, bat was 

efeated by 64 votes by tbe candidate of 
ie American partv. After this period 
ne voted with the democratic party, but 

ever affliated with it. Ever since 1855 
e was, as he expressed it “a man witb- 
wt a party.” 

He was a "conservative" Union man 
ai the breaking out of the American ciy- 
4 war. He believed that s«ceision was 
revolotion, and he used all his eflorts 
vaipst tbe action wuich sougnt to dis- 
vember the government, Lie was no m- 
uatu >e the Union party for the Thir- 
v-seventb Cony; ac nd duc c dandi o 
rons eampaigu in favor of the Union

Do his best, she, wbo was nat- 
urally so graceful, seemed, when viewed 
through the camera, to be all angles, 
the shoulders too high or the head too 
low. Bat at last all was well, and again 

‘he removed the cap, having previously 
most carefully examined the plates to 
see that no imperfections existed there. 

“I wil wait for a few moments," 

"said the lady good naturedly, ''to see if 
the resalts are more satisfactory than 
before.” 
: "DR, I am sure there cannot possibly 
be any defects this time, '' be replied re- 
nssuringly as he retired to the seclusion 
of darkpess. When in a few moments 
he sppeared again, his face was a study, 
comical in jts puzzled despair. The lady 
could not refrain a smile as she asked, 
Well?” 

“No, madam, not well at all—in 
fact, I never saw sicker looking nega- 
tives.

Several of those on the outside of the 
crowd got their heads together and then 
went to a nearby provision store and in- 
vested all the money they bad in eggs, 
and the less modern they were tbe more 
desirablg for their purpose. 

When they returned, the voluble doc- 
tor wad telling his audience uot to feel | 
bad over the matter, He had, he said, 
traveled a great deal and bad ''got it in : 
the neck" himself and never complained. 

Well, just then he got it in the neck, | 
and in the back, aud on the head, and 
in several other places. There was a 
perfect shower of eggs. 

The doctor's^smile vanished, and he 
did not stand upon tho order of going, 
but got quickly. Ho made $5 or $6, but 
he needed a new suit of clothes.

He 
placed it in bottles aud Jabeled it us 
soch. On a certain oocasion one of ijs 
female favorites, who was sorely afflict- 
ed with a nervous beadaobe, discovered | 
tbe bottles marked ''poison"' and swal- | 
lowed the contepts of one in the hope of 
putting an end to her life. The effect, 
however, was to tbrow her into a deep 
sleep, from which she awoke mach be- 
freshed. The 1esult was s3 delightful 
that she frequently repeated the dose un- , 
til all the supposed poison was con- 
sume. 

The king, who missed tbe bottles, 
caused inquiry to be made, and tho se- 
cret of their disappearance was revealed. 
This led to the manufacture of a wine 
frou Shiraz grapes, which to this day is 
known as Zeher-e-Khoosh. or ''the de- 
lightful poison. '™ Thelawsof tbe Koran 
against the use of spirituous liquors are 
generally very rigidly observed, particu- 
larly among the poorer classes. Dr. Col- 
lins says that he never saw an intoxicat- 
ed Mohammedan, even among the cha- 
vadars, men who do tbe most laborious 
work. Unlike their western prototypes, 
who caunot exist without beer or spirits, 
they refresh themselves only with a suck | 
at a l'ubble bubble pipe or a cup of very 
strong. sweet, hot tea in citber the 
sweltering heat of summer or the in- 
tense cold of winter Tippling iu Persia 
is confined exclusively to the richer 
classes and indulged in only in tho se- 
clusion of tbe anderan. The Persians 
make two sorts of wine, a red and a 
white. The latter contains an excess of 
alcohol and is in greater favor with 
those who indulge in secret drinking. 
Arrack, a crude, fiery spirit, is likewise 
distilled. It is probable that when 
Persia has railroads and the vineyards 
of Shiraz become accessible, tbe superior 
quality of the grapes for winemaking 
will attract tbe attention of western 
manufacturers.

It is tto recipe 
used by the Hoboken Turtle clib fer 
many, ‘sand “the original 

ig now in the hands of the stew- 
ard of the clab: 

Take a kettle of 80 gallons capacity 
and fill nearly full of water. Pot in § 
sets of calves' feet (82), well cleaned, 
and 30 necks of beef. To this add 2 
dozen parsley, 1 dozen leeks, a half 
of miall onions dod sat and mue 
suit. Boil the whole to rags, about 20 
hours. 

Kill the turtle, scald off tho thin out- 
side glazed portion and take off fins. Put 
the shell, ent up into &nall pieces, into 
boiling water until thecitron comes cff. 
Then add the turtle meat, also cot in 
small pieces. To this add the meat of 8 
calves’ heads which have been suff- 
ciently boiled to remove the skin. 

Strain off the stock through a fine 
sieve. Strain twice out of pot and back 
again. Now add citron and boil three 
hours. Then add turtle meat and calves’ 
heads and boil the whole until tbe cit- 
ron is wholly done. 

Add these spices: Quarter pound each 
of ground allspice, ground cloves, ground 
mace and ground nutmegs, a ponnd of 
eweet marjoram and the same of thyme 
and summer savory, with black and 
cayenne pepper to taste. 

Put the spices into two small salt 
bags and drop into the pot until satis- 
factorily seasoned, taking out and put- 
ting in again from time to time and 
occasionally squeezivg the bags into the 
pot. 


After adding the turtle meat and 
calves’ heads boil five hours until all 
the sour taste is goro Boil over a slow 
fire and be sure to keep well stirred to 
avoid burning. 

When cooked and poured into vessels, 
let it get perfectly cool before covering 
up or touching with a spoon. It should 
assume a gel:tinous consistency. Keep 
at sume temperature. Use 2 gallons each 
of claret, sherry and brandy.

WRITERS AND COMPOSERS. 
‘ * Ew 
innumerable Ways of Supplying Mental 
Stimalns—Trifing Manisé That Lom- 
broso Incorrectly Regards as Mental 
Aberrations. 3 


It is not an easy matter to try to draw 
the frontier line of insanity. Although 
certain psychologists, basing their opin- 
ion on the physical anomalies and ec- 
centricities of mind observed in men of 
genius, claim, with apparent reason, 
that genius and insanity are the samo 
tbing, it is going to excess to consider 
writers and artists insane jin—whom 
queer traits and little manias ap 
In this respect Lombroso and his disci-" 
ples have gone too far, their tendency 
being to make no distinction between 
genius and talent. 

Genius is an anomaly, but an snom- 
aly that the whole world is satisfied to 
admire. Jt is constituted by the exag- 
gerated development of a single faculty, 
usually at the expense of the others 
Tbis is the cause of the imperfections of 
these brilliant meteors and tbe explana- 
tion of their degereracy on other points. 
Essentially spontaneous and original 
genius is a natural phenomenon that we 
cannot expiain, although it is unques- 
tionably the result of natural causes, 

Talent is dificrent. It is the fruit of 
work and sustuined application, and it 
can be acquired and developed at any 
time. At the present day, for instance, 
there are few nien of genius among 
painters, and yet they almost zl] have 
talent The consequence is that the 
greater number of the paintings in our 
exhibitions are pleasing to us, although 
no exceptional werk fills us with sdi- 
ration and reveals a painter cf genius. 

Actions, therefore, in appearance ex- 
traordinary do nct warrant asin inter- 
ring insanity on the part of those who 
accomplisb them, especially as these ac- 
tions, however abnormal they may seem 
nt first, are often very rational und jus- 
tifiable. 

Thus, in order to be able to meditate 
at their case, inany writers insist on not 
being disturbed by anything and seek 
seclusion. Montaigne, in his moments 
of inspiration, used to ruu out of his 
house and gu and shut himself up in an 
old tower, into which no one else enter- 
ed. Jean Jacques Rousseua used to 
meditate in the fields while gathering 
flowers in the sunshine. In order to 
shut out (be noise of the world he liked 
to bury himself in the hay cr close his 
ears with ctg ton. 

Others can ouly compose with success 
in the midst cf tnmults. The celebrated 
Italian compeser Cimarosa was of this 
number, and only found the fine mdtives 
of his operus 1n the midst of the joys 
aud noise of the crowd. 

Such was also the professor of whom 
Felix Regnault says this be could only 
lecture in the midst of a great racket. 
When his scholars wished to manifest 
against him, they kept absolute silence, 
as under sach conditions he was inca- 
pable of making un addition even. 

Just as noise stimulates the brain of 
some, motion qaickeus the circulation 

of others, whence the large number of 
persous wbo can only compose while 
exercising. Ampere could not explain 
clearly even the things he knew best 
unless the uction of his brain was helped 
by exercise. Victor Hugo, while com- 
posing, walked about muttcring to him- 
self. 

In our day many writers prefer to 
walk. Catullo Mendes walks up and 
down, and then writes at his desk; Jean 
Lombard, the wel] known writer, who 
| died a few years ago, walked a great 
| deal; Mistral, the Provencal] poet, com- 
poses whilo walking. 

On the other hand, certain writers 
nvoid all motion, probably on account 
of their weak constitutions, and in order 
to stimulate the brain circulatiou put 
themselves iu a Eorizontal position. For 
example, Descartes to lie 
down monidlfless, ard Cejas, who coula 
only work pr fit-bly Jyiug on liis stom- 
exo on the carpet. 

A whole class of writers, Theophile 
Gautier, Baudelaire, Francois Coppco 
and Scaccini, require the presence of 
cats to write. Gautier nsed to have as 
many ag 13 cr 15. Leon Cladal writes 
in wooden shoes, iu the society of his 
dog in a gurret. At iutervula he takes 
his dog off for a walk. 

Jutellectoul stimulants are Jargely 
used, among which coffce is a great fa- 
vorite. Lortzing drank bowls cf it while 
composing bis melodies, aud Balzac used 
it to great cxcesk Do Musect, Poe, Ver- 
laine and many others preferred alcohol, 
whilo Schabert wrote his beautiful so- 
nutus under the iu£ucncecf lurge quan- 
tities of Rhine wine. 

Tobacco smoke is also mech used. 
Flaubert cocid not write a werd until 
he bad smoked turce or four large pipes 
and balf a cczen very strong cigars. 
Daudet emckes enormously, Catalle 
Mendes sirokes cigars while writing 
and often has three or four goiug at the 
same time through abscntmindedpess. 

Perfumes were highly appreciated by 
Baudelaire, Theophile Gautier, Loti and 
Maizeroy. Byron couldn’t write with- 
out having the odor of truffles about him 
and frequently carried his pockets full 
of them. Cooper acted on his sense of 
taste by filling his mouth with honey 
tablets and small pieces of licorice. 
Carolus Daran and Aime Morot worked 
themselves up before painting by play- 
ing the piano and organ. Darwin pre- 
ferred the violin. 

The singularities, queer traits and 
even manías to which I have just called 
attention in writers and artists are, if 
one reflects, generally explicable. No 
doubt some of them betray a nervous 
conditjerrtIrst-ie ON the tiwits of mental 
ree cadet bnt asa rule they are sim- 
ple ‘peculiarities, whose importance is 
exaggerated on account of the public po- 
sition of the writer and would not justi- 
fy in any sense the tcrm insanity, which 
for this reason Lombroso would like to 
attribute to men of great talent. —Paris 

A Stubborn Genius, 

Robert Chambers told me he was once 
talking with a man of real, rugged gen- 
ius, who came to a sorrowful end. He 
said to the genius: ‘The population of 
this world is about 1;200,000,000 hu- 
man beings. The little religious body 
to which yoa belong contains perhaps 
800,000. Of that number not 800 could 
give an intelligent account of its creed. 
Yet you think iis creed sets out vital 
matters. Is it consistent with your be- 
lief that God Almighty would permit 
just 300 of his creatures to know those 
things snd keep all the millions igno- 
rant of them?!’ The genius considered 
for a miuute's space, then replied, 
“Yes, I think it quite right that God 
should do tht." Whereupon the good 
Robert Ohunbers said very resolutely, 
‘Then I'm tremendously sorry for you.” 
And he never epoke to the genius save 
on transient incidents any more. —Long- 
man's Magazine.

TOM OF MELANCHOLIA. 


It Takes Various Forms, but Is Invariably 
& Forerunner of Dementia—A Disease 
That Should Be Carefully Treated In 
Time—Affects Men as Well as Women. 


At last it has been discovered that the 
'reason the gir] who seems exceedingly 
shy acts in the fashion she does is tha 
she is demented. i 

This is the result of extensive investi- 
gation by insanity experts on both sides 
of the water. al bashfulness, 

|-as it is called, is really shyness. Itis a 
| morbid condition of the mind, a certain 
sort of dementia. 

Often is the expression heard that a 
person is painfully shy. Yet in such an 
instance no doubt has been raised as to 
the mental condition of the object of: 

| the remark. Nevertheless, it is far more 
! than probable that the individual refer- 
| red to was suffering from insanity just 
| as much if not more, than many per- 
sons who are living out a tortured exist- 
ence within the walls of a madhonse. 

It is à well knowm fact that one of 
the most notable symptoms of insanity 
is that which causes the person afflicted 
to shun the company of others. Loneli- 
ness is an incentive to insanity. Con- 
finement in a solitary cell in a prison 
often breeds madness. It is altogether 
an unnatural mental condition wbich 
impels a person to avoid the society of 
humanity. No one whose condition is 
norma] ever consents to such an exist- 
enoe, 

Just how the insanity expert looks at 
shyness is shown by tbe following state- 
ment, made by Dr. G. Ws Kuns of New 
York, whose wide experience makes his 
opinion well worth considering: 

*'Shyness is as much a disease aa scar- 
let fever. Itis recognized as a symptom 
of dementia or melancholia, just as an 
extremely strong willed person, or oue 
who is what is termed unusually self 
assertive, ia regarded by physicians as ^ 
possible subject for acute paresis. 

“This sbyness takes various forms, 
such as a sudden feeling of faintness 
and weakness on looking down from 
any extreme height. It is present when 
a woman persists in looking under the 
bed before retiring, although she knows 
ful] well that there is no man there. I 
know of one case of a woman who, 
when she turns cut the gas, invariably 
lighta a match to see if she has turned 
it completely off, and nine times out of 
ten she ligbts another match to see if 
she threw the first match into the coal 
scuttle or fireplace. That is another form 
of what may be termed shyness. 

‘'This shyness is due to a variety of 
causes, It is very often the case that a 
system which is run down leads to this 
condition of mind. The continual think- 
ing upon any subject, or what is termed 
brooding over a certain thing, leads to 
this. If not checked in time, melan- 
cholia results. 

“This shyness is as common to men 
aB to women. Some men serm embar- 
rassed and ill at ease when in the pres- 
ence of women, while, on the other 

hand, it is often noticed «tsani tha pres- 
ence of gentlemen makes some women 
very ill at ease, only, in justice to the 
sex, it must be stated tbat this very 
| rarely happens. 

'"There are many reasons for these 
facts, but the most common one is ill 
health. Should a person so troubled go 
ton physician, he or she would be re- 
garded ns possessing symptoms indicat- 
ing a lack of -will power and approach- 
"ing insanity in some form. There are 
waves of morbid shyness, just as there 
are waves of insanity. There are waves 
of certain kinds of suicide, resulting 
from insanity. There are waves of 
bridge jumping, killing with razors or 
knives, shooting and death by poison. 

‘‘Many suicides aro due to temporary 
insanity, brought on by a variety of 
causer. One of the first symptoms is 
shyness. Persons afflicted with this 
shyness never take up any of the sciences 
or professions or become students, They 
lack the will power necessary to do s0. 
Where the normal mind of man over- 
comes difficulties and troubles when 
they come, the shy, retiring man seeks 
relief in suicide.’’ 

Dr. Henry Campbell, who is the phy- 
sician in charge of the Northwest Lon- 
don hospital, says that morbid sbyness 
is, like other mental disorders, an exag- 
geration of an unnatural pbysical state, 
It is among women, he declares, that 
this symptom of mental disorder ia most 
often seen. Lacking the physica! strength 
of man in most instances, they are un- 
able to withstand the depression tbat 
sometimes seizes them. That depression 
gives birth to a desire to be unobserved. 
Here is the beginning of the,fit of sby- 
ness which results in unbalancing the 
mind and creating the idea that the 
very sight of others is an affliction to be 
avoided. 

Several New York doctors who dis- 
cussed the question at length said that 
they had noticed particularly among 
young women whom they bad been call- 
ed upon to see that those who bad ex- 
hibited the greatest embarrassment in 
the presence of young men were Jacking 
in that mental equipoise necessary to the 
normal brain. Modesty is one tbing, 
they said, shyness quite another. The 
one causes the young woman to refrain 
from action that would bring upon her 
just criticism. The other is simply im- 

to a course of action for which 
there is neither rhyme nor reason, and 
one that only resulta in genera! diecom- 
fort.—New York Journal.

The Most Important Compensation. For 
All Effects of Fatigue. 

By far the mcst important compensa- 
tion for all effects of fatigoe ís sleep.

The mental vigor of most meu $i usu- 
ally maintained at a certain height for 
the longest time in the forenoon. Evi- 
dence of fatigue come on later, at this 
time of day than in the evening, when 
the store of force in our brain bas been 
already covsidcrably drawn upon by the 
whole day's work. If no recovery by 
&leep is enjoyed or it is imperfect, the 
consequences will invariably make 
themselves evident tbe next day in s 
depression of mental vigor, as well as 
in arise in the personal susceptibility 
to fatigue.

I am a 25 cent greenback, and for all 
I know may.be one of the unredeemed, 
but I have had such varied experiences 
and was able to do so much: good the 
day Richmond was evacuated I feel I 
must tell about it, for I was as much a 
subject of dispute in my day as gold and 
silver and bonds are now.

We went intoa new position, behind 
the college walls—the college had been 
burned—and as the hot lead spattered 
against the old English bricks I shud- 
dered, und every time the statue of Lord 
Botctourt was hit I felt as if everything 
sacred was being desecrated, and I could 
almost hear the British lion growl 
While I was made for circulation I was 
based on protection, and when charges 
were made against me I feared I would 
be ground into pulp before I was with- 
drawn

| my captain, seeing discretion was the

he had gone two squares a bayonet was 
thrust through his thigh, and he was 
made prisoner.

He was in high feather at his 
good fortune. He was too tired to 
dream.

He crept to the window, pull- 
ed the curtain aside, and there, sure 
enough, were my friends of the Fifth 
Pennsylvania cavalry. 

If ever my Union soul longed for a 
voice, it was then. He could have t 
his hand on them. He double ar an 
Into his clothes and buttoned me up 
against his heart, which was going faster 
than a wearer's shuttle. If was a Mri- 
liant moonlight night in ApriL He had 
put his horse in an open shed and pushed 
acart in front of it to keep him from 
getting away. He realized his danger 
and the absolute necessity for quiet. 

Just as he stealthily entered the shed 
n calf ran between his legs and bellowed 
as only a calf can and threw him over on 
the cart. ''Well,''thought I, "I will now 
be back with the Fifth Pennsylvania 
cavalry.'"

I had great 
curiosity to know what a glory pitcher 
was Day and night I kept my ears open 
to try to find out, and on the Fourth of 
July I did, for they took me ont and 
filled the pitcher with punch and drank

DECEIVERS EVER. 


Carey Churchill Carter Channing, 
first lieutenant, Nintb cavalry, died so 
jong ago that most of his story is for- 
gotten, although it was a very great 
wonder at the time. Everybody connect- 
ed with it is dead also—his mother and 
the other two women—and so many 
first lieutenants have filled his place 
since then that no one's heart is likely 
to be wounded by repeating it. 

Hives a superb great fellow—as all 
the in his regiment were said to be 
in those days—of the big, blopd and 
brave type, knowing neither fear nor 
failure, and his fascination was some- 
thing that has become a tradition in the 
service.

ried. 

In September, the unhappy Mra Mor- 
ton having gone bopelessly away to an- 
other garrison, the lieutepant rejoined 
his regiment. He mentioned the fact of 
his engagement to no one, but proceeded 
promptly to lure on anotber woman, à 
gir) of gorgeous beauty, a hot blooded 
brunette, with the eyes of a Jael, the 
brow of a Madonna, and a sensitive, 
well made mouth. She was the only 
daughter of Colonel Ross, motherless 
and betrothed to one Lieutenant Haw- 
thorne, wbo bad loved her since they 
had been babies making mud pies to- 
gether on the sun blasted parade ground 
of Carp Thomas. She broke her en- 
gagement, and she broke young Haw- 
thorne's heart.

Future of the X Ray In Surgical Work. 

The future development of the X ray 
phenomena will undoubtedly be in the 
direction of surgical diagnosis. It is as 
great a boon to mankind as the inven- 
tion of the ophthalmoscope, and just as 
the latter instrament has proved its 
worth from the first day to this and has 
saved thousands of people from total 
blindness, so will the X ray be benefl- 
cial to the human race and save life 
and limb of thousands of sufferers. It 
will, of course, need to be greatly im- 
proved. The one essential quality which 
so far prevents applying it to the 
densest part of the body with perfect 
success is its propensity for traveling in 
straight lines, piercing or rather being 
entirely absorbed by intervening bodies. 
Light rays do not necessarily go throngh 
all substances, as is well known, and 
they are not all absorbed, except when 
falling on certain substances, which are 
called from their appearance dead 
black. It being practically impossible 
to reflect X rays to any great extent, we 
might still resort to diffusing them— 
that is, to allowing them to be thrown 
back from any surface in a more or less 
regular way. Such a feat would enable 
us to inspect special sections of the 
body, which we are not now able to in- 
spect, with considerable accuracy. —New 
York Sun.

ing practical instraction in the prepara- 
tion of materials for spraying and show- 
ing how to use them in orchards and 
gardens, besides doing some work in 
pranipg. 

Prof. Jas. S. Robinson was introduced 
and made an earnest and valuable ad- 
dress upon the opportunities of commer- 
cial borticultare in this state. In part 
he said: There was no place in the East 
where fruit caltare could be more profit- 
able than along the tide water section of 
Maryland. Our tide water peach, be 
taid, had no rival in tbe market so far 
as quality is concerned. Some can beat 
us in color bat when it comes tu the lus- 
cious flavor we have no rivals. 

He eaid we could do much by watching 
the markets and this can only be done 
by concerted action on the part of the 
growers. By so doing he thought better 
prices would be gotten. 

He said there were many points about 
the selection of varieties and the selec- 
tion of soils f.r the orchard that *eemed 
to baxe been overlooked. There is mach 
carelessness shown on the part of the 
grower about the picking and handling 
of his fruits, and said the profit at pres- 
ent in fruit went to the middle men. 

The address was jul] of useful infor- 
| mation based upon long experience and 
| practice. 
| Director Amoss now introduced Prof. 

W. G. Johnson, State Entomologist who 
| delivered an address on injurious insects 

and bow to combat them. He introduc- 
ed a new feature into this work whicb 
was very instructive. He had charts 
and models by means of which he ex- 
plained and described the external and 
| internal anatomy of insects, contending 
that it was absolutely necessary to know 
something about the structure of insects 
| before we could successfully combat 
them. He had along with him a great 
many of the common injurious insects 
pinned on cork and labeled. He said 
| few people knew the parent insect of 
some of our most dangerous enemies. 

Hej also exhibited the Ean Jose scale 
| under a compound microscope. This 
| fearful pest, he said, was not established 
in any orchard in Wicomico county so 
far as he knew. It has been found in 
thirteen counties in the Btate. 

He said Paris green was the standard 
remedy for all biting or chewing insecta, 
and should be used at the rate of one- 
quarter of a pound to fifty gallons of 
water. Insects with sncking mouth- 
points should be sprayed with whale oil 
soap washes, kerosene emulsion or to- 
bacco infusion. A ‘spray bulletin, giv- 
ing information as to the preparation 
and application of these various sab- 
stances, will be sent free of charge to 
anybody inthe State who addresses a 
| card to the State Experiment Station at 
| College Park, Md. 

The next subject on the programme 
was “lime” which was discussed by Prof. 
W.T. L. Taliaferro. He said lime acts 
on soils mechanically and chemically. 
By its mecbanical action it makes clay 
soils more open and pervious to soil wa- 
ter, helping to draw water from the 
deep subsoil to the roots of the plant. It 
makes sandy soils closer and more re- 
tentive of water. By its chemical action 
it corrects undue acidity in the soil, sets 
free potash from insoluble compounds, 
aids in the decomposition of vegetable 
matter, and fixes free minera! fertilizers 
into compounds that give them up to 
the roots of plante. Italso aids in the 
rectification of organic compounds. Its 
best effects are seen in connection with 
green manuring, and it should not be 
used in any quantity on soils deficient in 
humus. It should be applied once in 
five or six years at the rate of 15 to 20 
bushels per acre of quick lime.

Farmers in the lower portion of Prince 
George's county are anxiously watching 
their sheep for.signs of rabies. Two 
prominent farmers have recently been 
obliged to destroy a number of fine 
sheep, which bad undoubtedly gone 
mad. One day last fall William Berry 
discovered a large dog in bis flock. He 
shot the animal and examined his sheep, 
finding blood on the head of a ram. 
Some time later the ram _ exhibited 
symptoms of madness. It was finally 
destroyed. Last week another sheep 
owned by Berry was attacked in the 
same manner and had to be shot. Lee 
Bell, & farmer, living near Berry, shot 
bix or seven of his sheep after they 
showed signs of madness. There is no 
doubt that all the animals killed had 
been bitten by the dog. Other farmers 
fear that the dog may have been among 
their flocks.

Messr& Vivien and Dupont hare ex- 
perimented as to the manufacture of al- 
cohol] from apples One hundred quarts 
of apple juice contained 89.75 per cent 
of water, 0.30 per cent of ash, 2.04 per 
cent of pectin Lodies npd 2 per cent of 
cane sugar, 2.97 per cent dextrose, 8.50 
per cent levulose and 0.84 per cent of 
Other sugars; total sugars, 14.31 per 
cent On addirg phosphoric acid, pot- 
ash and ammoria (or sodium nitrate) 
the fermentation proceeds as quickly 
and completely as with turnip juice, 
and by this means 6 per cent alcohol is 
obtained from the applea. This alcohol 
was considered to be of better quality 
than tbe ordirary alcohol from cider. 
The grounds rcmainipg equal 18 per 
cent of the cpplcs taken and contain 2,5 
per cent of suger.

THEY DO NOT SIT. 


Bome Birds That Hatch Their Egg» by 
Queer Dovices. 

It is well known that the Australian 
megapod is a bird that is accustomed to 
&it on its eggs. In certain parts of Aus- 
tralia are found. numerous mounds of 
considerable size and height which the 
first explorers took to be barial grounds. 
These were made by the Megapodius 
tumulus, which uses them for hatching 
its eggs. They have sometimes consid- 
erable dimensions <A nest that ia. 14 
feet high and 55 feet in circumference 
may be regarded aa large. 

Each megapod builds its own nest 
with material which it gathers from all 
sides, and these are exactly what tho 
gardener uses in the month of March to 
make his forcing beds—namely, leaves 
and decomposing vegetable matter, 
which, by their fermentation, give off 
ab appreciable amount of heat. In the 
forcing beds this beat hastens the eproat- 
fag of the seeds In the nest it sufficcz 
for the development and batching of the 
young birds and tbe motber can go 
where she likes and occupy herself as 
she wishes witbout being troubled by 
the duties of sitting. 

In the smail island of Nionafoo, in 
the Pacific, another bird bas a some- 
what similar babit, in so far as it also 
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Bitter, bitter is thy lot

MIRRORS OF AIR. 


What It Is That Catses the Marvels of 
the Mirage. 

The cause of the mirage is now well 
widerstood—so well understood that 
there are ways of making smal) mirages 
for experiment. 

The simplest explanation that I can 
give is to say that the rays of light com- 
ing from the thing that is seen are bent 
in going through layers of air differently 
heated. When these rays are so bent as 
to be almost level with a layer of air, 
they do not enter it at all, but (so to 
speak) glance off and are reflected as if 
from a mirror. Tben the nir reflects just 
ns a glass mirror or a body of water 
would, if it lay between the eye and the 
trees or ship 

This explanation will give you a gen- 
eral idea of the cause of tbe mirage. In 
tho case of the desert the reflecting air 
mirror i8 believed by the observer to bo 
wate, and the image changes its placa 

you Forward just as a reflection 
would move n3 you advanced on a glass 
mirror. In the caso of the ship the air 
mirror seems to be nbovo you and re- 
flects the ship, which is really out of 
sight over the horizon. But I do not 
pretend to explain all about the ciffer- 
ent images that may possibly be formed 
under different conditions of the atmos- 
phere; that is a schoolroom task, and a 
hard one. 

The fata morgana is a form or modi- 
fication of mirage often seen in the 
straits that separate the toe of the 
*'boot'' of Italy and the island of Sicily, 
just opposite. When the sun is just at 
the right position and sea and air are 
also ready to help, strange views of ob- 
jects upon the opposite coast are seen 
from Oalabria—sometimes magnified 
and set against a background of colored 
mists. Fata morgana means the fairy 
of the sea. 

It is said that sometimes, during a 
hot end still summer day, by placing 
the eye close to the surface of a dry 
road, a mírage can be seen, but I have 
never tried it. 

Before these and other strap ights 
were understood and explained need 
not wonder that sailors aud trayelers 
beld many strange beliefs in regard to 
them. —Tudor Jenks in St. Nicholas.
